Back of the "flowers that bloom In 
the spring” is 
the 
great American 
seed Industry, which supplies the nill 
lions of vegetable and flower seels 
to the country. 
At this time of the 
year they are busy sending out the 
orders that have already begun 
to 
come in for next season’s planting. 
So far as history records, the first 
sale of seeds in 
this country 
was 
made at Newport, R. L, in 1763 by 
Nathaniel Bird, a book dealer, who 
Imported a small quantity of onion 
seed from London. 
In New York city 
hemp and flax Beed were advertised 
for sale as early as 1766, and garden 
seeds in 1776. 
However, Boston was 
the chief 
seed mart of 
the United 
States during 
the early 
days, and 
there were In business at the Hub 
from half a dozen to a dozen dealers 
who handled seeds exclusively or In 
conjunction with other commodities. 
Prior to 1800 practically all the seeds 
sold in the United States were Im­ 
ported from london. 
With the dawn of tho new century, 
however, the seed industry began to 
assume proportions that Justified the 
raising of the 
seeds nearer 
home. 
From that time forward the city of 
Philadelphia began to gain recognition 
as the center of the American seed 
industry and one of the pioneers In 
the 
trade was 
Bernard 
McMahon, 
“seedman and author,” who became 
well known not only In Philadelphia, 
but throughout the country. 
During 
the next quarter of a century rather 
pretentious seed establishments came 
into existence in Baltimore, Charles­ 
ton, 8. C., and other cities, and a fea­ 
ture of the trade at that time was a 
considerable 
demand 
for 
Shakers’ 
seeds. 
These seeds were 
not 
only 
sold at the regular seed houses, but 
were also peddled about the country 
In Shakers’ wagons. 
How the seed Industry’ has expand­ 
ed since the practice of Belling seeds 
by mail came into vogue may be ap­ 
preciated when It is explained that 30 
years ago the seed firm that received 
IOO letters per day was esteemed to 
be In the flood tide of success, where­ 
as at the present time there are In 
this country 
several 
seed concerns 
each of 
which receive 
more 
than 
6,000 orders per day during the busy 
season. 
Speaking broadly, the seed 
business is divided into three phases 
—seed growing, seed testing and seed 
selling—and in each of these occupa­ 
tions thousands of 
persons are 
en­ 
gaged. 
Each branch of the Industry might 


he said to be 
subdivided Into 
two 
separate activities, the one concern­ 
ing itself with garden seeds and the 
other with flower 
seed*. 
From 
a 
monetary standpoint the product of 
the growers of garden seed 
na 
yet 
overshadows the flower seed output, 
but California has given the flower 
seed Industry a tremendous boost. 
America has, ss 
a result of 
the 
growth of the Industry, become vir­ 
tually Independent of Europe In the 
matter of 
seed 
supply. 
Instead of 
looking to the nations on the other 
side of the Atlantic for almost her en­ 
tire supply 
Miss Columbite aggres­ 
sive republic is now not only able to 
take care of the warts of her own 
people in the seed line hut supplies 
shortages abroad. 
As mentioned above, California has 
contributed very heavily to the pros­ 
perity and development of the Ameri­ 
can seed industry.

A few fed cows are included, at 
$4.00 to $4.60, odd head of heifers 
lately at S4.00 in the quarantine 
division. 
Cows and heifers have 
been selling better lately than have 
steers, and while the latter art re­ 
covering from the disfavor they 
have l>een under, the best demand 
is for well finished heavy weight 
steers, of long feeding. 
The mar­ 
ket on this class lins not been test­ 
ed in the quarantine division at all, 
nothing above medium weight and 
flesh having arrived there lately.

Senator Bailay Continue* H it Teat!- 
mony Before Committees. 
Austin, Feb. 2 1 — At the opening of 
the Thurnday m orning’s Hesston of the 
Investigation com m ittees Senator Bai­ 
ley again took the stand. He was first 
questioned about the Federal court fee 
bill in Indian Territory. 
T hat is a 
downright, infamous falsehood 
from 
beginning to end," said Bailey.“ T hen 
Is not a word of truth in lf."

w itness explained at some length the 
duties of clerks of Federal courts in 
Indian Territory and their fees.

Bailey’s old law partner, C. B. Stew ­ 
art, talked this question over with him I 
and Bailey drew’ up the hill. The com- I 
nut tee, of which Dave Culberson w as 
chairman, reported Bailey's bill favor 
ably, 
"I had many business transac­ 
tions with Mr. Joe Phillips," said wit­ 
ness. 
“He was one of the first men I 
met in Gainesville and grew to like 
him. 
(Phillips was clerk of the Fed 
eral court.) 
Talk of that man allow 
log anyone to talk about him 
If he 
were living they would not do It.’’ 
W itness said that a man like W. O. 
Davis, who "hung his head when he 
testified before the comm ittee, would 
slander men behind their backs." Bai­ 
ley said: 
"I paid Phillips all I ever 
owed him. 
I have a letter from his 
brother, received during the last few 
days, which I would like to make part 
of the records." 
Asked about the charge regarding 
the Steger and I.abatt mule contract, 
Bailey said: 
"That is, a pure and un 
adulterated lie." 
W itness told that he 
Introduced Steger in W ashington and 
bls efforts to have the mules of this 
firm 
purchased by the

after It ahd made an Iron-clad contract 
for them. 
"I simply did for Steger
